makes you smile, someone who is there to listen, someone who 
will cry when you cry. 

How to be a good friend 

If you want to do all or many of the things listed above for 
someone you care about, you're already a good friend. It's also 
common though, to not know exactly what to do or say to be 
there for someone. Some practical things you can do to be there 
for a friend include: 

Listen. Listening is so important not to underestimate, but 
it can be hard to do. The best way to listen is to try and 
understand the situation from your friends' point of view. If 
you aim to do this, you'll naturally find yourself beginning to 




ask the right sort of questions and they will appreciate having 
someone who really cares about how they feel and what they're 
going through. You don't have to have all the answers, and you 
shouldn't assume your friend wants advice - they might just 
want to talk so that they can work out what they're going to do 
themselves. 

Ask them what they need. If you're worried about someone and 
you want to be there for them, just ask them what they need- 
that way you know what they find helpful during tough times, 
and you can be there in a way that's most useful to them. 

Get physical. Smiles and hugs are a great way to show friends 
that they're not alone, that you're there for them, and that they 
are important. 

Keep in touch. Even if you guys aren't 
nearby each other, making an effort to keep 
in touch through facebook, emails, texts and 
calls will show your friend you are there for 
them. 

Tell them how you feel. You don't have 
to make a big deal of it all the time but sometimes there are 
moments where letting someone know that they're important 
to you through something you say can make a big difference to 
how someone is feeling. 

Get the facts. If your friend has a medical condition, or a mental 
health issue, a good way to offer support is to learn about what 
they've been diagnosed with. Taking an interest in what they're 
going through shows that you care, and that you're planning to 
stick around no matter what's going on. 

Be willing to make a tough call. If you think the safety of your 
friend is at risk, you might need to act without their consent 
and get help (see the sidebar for where you can seek help). It 
can be a hard choice particularly when you're worried about their 
reaction, but remember that you are acting because you care 
and you don't want them to be hurt.

Nokia N1 Android Tablet Set to Launcli in Cliina on January 7 




The "first Nokia-branded Android tablet" - the Nokia Nl - 
is reportedly set to launch in China on January 7. 

According to Chinese website Sina Tech, Nokia will hold an 
event in China on January 7, where the company will launch 
its first Android branded tablet, Nokia Nl, that was unveiled 
in November. 

Notably, during the unveiling of Nokia Nl, the company 
had said that the device will first launch in China in Ql 2015 
with a brand-licensing agreement extending to an OEM 
partner (Foxconn) that will manufacture, distribute, and sell 
the tablet The Nokia Nl will cost $249 (roughly Rs. 15,400) 
before taxes, and will be made available in other markets 
globally, added Nokia. 

The Nokia Nl is company's first non-mobile product after 
Microsoft acquisition, which forces the Finnish company 
to no longer use the Nokia brand on smartphones till 




Q4 2016, and on feature phones for 10 years. Though 
to bypass the restriction, Nokia may very well launch a 
smartphone under a different brand. 

On the specifications front, the Nokia Nl features a 79- 
inch (2048x1536 pixel) IPS LED-backlit display protected 
by Gorilla Glass 3; a 64-bit 2.3GHz Intel Atom Z3580 
processor (4 cores, 4 threads) coupled with a PowerVR 
G6430 GPU; 2GB of LPDDR3 (800MHz) RAM; 32GB 
of inbuilt storage (non-expandable); an 8-megapixel rear 
autofocus camera; a 5-megapixel fixed focus camera; 
5300mAh battery, and the predictive Nokia Z Launcher 
interface on top of Android 5.0 Lollipop. 

Connectivity options on Nokia Nl include Wi-Fi 802.11 
a/b/n/ac with MIMO, Bluetooth 4.0, Micro-USB with 
reversible Type-C connector, and a 3.5mm audio jack.

Makanaka: Woman on a mission

SHE was a young girl when she was robbed of 
her future dreanns but she has resurrected to be a 
superwonnen with other young girls at heart 

Getting pregnant at the age of 15, Makanaka 
Wakatanna the then Star Kids presenter suffered a 
lot of controversy left, right and center but now she 
is standing to what she believes is her calling. 

Makanaka as she is affectionately known recently 
launched the Makanaka Trust, a non-profit 
organization ainned at ennpowering young girls who 
have beconne victinns of early nnarriages and rape. 

The Makanaka Trust which 
started last nnonth has been 
launching awareness against 
rape and early childhood 
nnarriages in different parts 
of the country including 
Hurungwe and Magunje 
annong others. 

Makanaka said it hurts her 
that iTiany young girls in 
Zinnbabwe are getting pregnant at a tender age 
which is affecting thenn in their future endeavors. 

"It hurts nne that so nnany young girls are getting 
pregnant and when I went to Polokwane in South 
Africa recently I witnessed that sonne people can 
actually laugh at an 18-year-old girl who is giving 
birth because nnost of the girls giving birth there will 
be below 16," Makanaka said. 

The 24-year-old Makanaka said she was inspired to 
open the Trust by her own tragedy when she was 
innpregnated at the age of 15. 

She said she does not want young girls to go 
through the sanne scenario that she went through. 

"What inspired nne was nny own situation, what I 
went through and what I experienced when I got 
pregnant," Makanaka said. 

"What really nnoved nne is that girls should be given 
equal opportunities. What I went through and the 
struggle that I felt really nnoved nne because people 
shunned nne. 



"People treated nne differently, so for nne 
this Trust is about encouraging girls to 
say NO to early sexual encounters and 
nnarriage," said Makanaka. 

Makanaka said, "the opening of 
Makanaka Trust is like nnore of a 
calling fronn God because I felt 
like I was called to help not 
only young girls but wonnen 
as well and I ann giving 
hope to all wonnen and 
girls who need help." 

The superwonnan also

said that the Trust 
is nnainly dealing 
with reported 
cases of violence and 
childhood nnarriages. 

Makanaka who is also the 
Child Annbassador of the United 
Nations said this year they nnainly 
focused on launching cannpaigns 
and are hoping to have a television 
show called Makanaka Show. 

She said during their awareness 
cannpaigns they have seen that 
Magunje has the highest nunnber of 
childhood nnarriages and they have 
nnade endless efforts to talk to the 
local people in the area letting thenn 
know about their rights. 

"We still have a lot of work which 
needs to be done like taking girls 
back to school, have conferences in 
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connection with victimization of girls and we also want to 
rope in chiefs and ask if that is really tradition because we 
believe that in our tradition there have been more early 
childhood marriages," Makanaka said. 

"Next year we will be working with ACCZ's Bishop 
Johannes Ndanga to try and see if we can penetrate 
into the mapositori sect and see if we can work it out in 
terms of early marriages because they are shattering their 
children's dreams," she added. 

Asked how she is managing emotional situations, 
Makanaka said she no longer cares as she has suffered 
a lot of controversy from the media and is now focusing 
on changing the lives of young girls in the country so that 
what happened to her cannot be repeated again. 

"It (rumors) does not change anything and it no longer 
touches me," Makanaka said. 

"I have passed that stage and to me it is time to move 
on and focus on my future endeavors. I have learned to 
accept criticism and to me it makes me stronger and also 
motivates me but my message remains the same: NO to 
early marriages," she said. 



Makanaka said she hopes to build a center for girl children 
with schools and counseling for girl victims. 

"My main vision is to build a Makanaka Centre with a 
school only for girls and a counseling center for girls as 
well," she said. 

"We also want to make Makanaka Trust a safe space for 
girls and moreover I want to leave a legacy that even when 
I die the legacy lives on. 

"This Trust is not only for me, Makanaka is for praising 
God. It is for the accommodation of girls who are 
vulnerable in society," said Makanaka. 

Makanaka is the first born in a family of three girls who 
rose to fame at the age of nine presenting on the first 
children television show Star Kids. 

She did her primary education at Admiral Tait before 
attending Dominican Convent for her secondary education. 

She later went to the United States of America before 
getting pregnant at the age of 15 and at 17 years she had 
two children, a boy and a girl.

The videos got into 
wrong hands and in a short while the video had made round trips 
across the globe being shared through email, Facebook, Youtube 
and other social media platforms.

What does cyberbullying look like? 

Being sent mean or hurtful text messages from someone you know 
or even someone you don't know, getting nasty threatening or 
hurtful messages through social networking sites like Facebook and 
Twitter, or through sites where people can ask / answer questions 
like Formspring or internet forums. 

People can send photos and videos of you to others to try and 
embarrass or hurt you or sometimes spreading rumours about 
you via emails or social networking sites or text messages. Others 
can try to stop you from communicating with others or steal 
your passwords or getting into your accounts and changing the 
information there. 

I have witnessed people setting up fake profiles pretending to be 
someone, or posting messages or status updates from someone's

Don't share your private information 
like passwords, name and address, 
phone numbers with people you don't 
know. Be cautious about sharing 
photos of yourself, your friends 
and your family Do not respond to 
messages when you are angry or hurt 
- either to strangers or people you know. This will often encourage 
them to continue or increase their harassment of you 

Log out and stop messaging if you feel you are being harassed. 
Remember you have the option to block, delete and report anyone 
who is harassing you online and on your mobile device. 

Find out how to report bullying and harassment on each of the 
different social networks that you use. Keep a record of calls, 
messages, posts and emails that may be hurtful or harmful to 
you and remember to set up the privacy options on your social 
networking sites like Facebook in a way you are comfortable with. 



What can I do now? 

Keep a record of what has been said and done online in order 
to preserve evidence. Find out more about your legal rights when 
it comes to bullying. And when you are being bullyied, talk to 
someone about what's going on, whether that's a teacher, parent or 
counsellor.
